Couple fled 
as fire tore 
way through 
their home 

A FIRE ripped through a 
Brownhills home forcing its 
occupiers to flee for safety. 

The blaze tore through 
the upstairs of the mid-ter¬ 
raced property in Third 
Avenue within minutes of 
getting under way. 

A couple, thought to be in 
their 30s, fled after smelling 
smoke. The fire started in a 
rear bedroom. Crews from 
Walsall, Sutton Coldfield, 
Fallings Park and Wednes- 
bury were called to the 
scene on Saturday night. 

Twenty firefighters 
battled the flames at around 
7pm to stop them spreading 
to nearby properties. 

On Monday a 19-year-old 
man was taken to the Manor 
Hospital suffering effects of 
smoke inhalation after 
being rescued from a 
blazing derelict pub, The 
Orange Tree, on Wolver¬ 
hampton Road, Walsall. 

Father faces 
charge over 
the death of 
his daughter 

THE FATHER of a Cheslyn 
Hay girl who died in 
Walsall’s Manor Hospital 
seven years after she was 
injured as a baby has 
appeared in court charged 
with her manslaughter. 

Paul Slattery, who is 
accused of killing Caitlin 
Wetton, appeared at Birm¬ 
ingham Crown Court on 
Tuesday. The 32-year-old is 
accused of shaking his then 
eight-week-old daughter 
Caitlin at the family home in 
November 2002, causing 
injuries which resulted in 
her death at Walsall Manor 
Hospital in June 2010. 

He was living with her 
mother Michelle Wetton at 
Glenthorne Drive, Cheslyn 
Hay, when he allegedly 
carried out the attack. 

The case of Slattery, now 
of Rowan Crescent, Leven, 
Fife, in Scotland, was 
adjourned for a plea and case 
management hearing to 
take place at Birmingham 
Crown Court on May 18. He 
was released on conditional 
bail.

SHOPPERS are being urged to stick with Walsall Market 
as some stalls prepare to move to a new site. Traders on 
the historic market are ready for some stalls to move, 
effectively splitting the market whilst work on the new Co¬ 
op and Primark stores takes place. 

Around 30 stalls are set to move from their current pitch in Digbeth to the Old Market 
Square, close to the entrance of the Old Square Shopping Centre. It means the market will 
operate from two separate sites while the £13 million development takes shape. 

Upbeat traders said the two market sites will still be within a short walk of each other.

Taxpayers 
pick up bill 
for rubbish 

FLY-TIPPERS found dumping rubbish 
across Walsall will find themselves being 
prosecuted, council chiefs say, after it 
emerged more than £230,000 was spent clear¬ 
ing away waste in the borough in a year. 

The authority has carried out a series of 
prosecutions and is set to continue hauling 
people before court to face a hefty fine. 

It cost £237,500 for environmental bosses 
to remove dumped rubbish such as tyres, fur¬ 
niture, traffic cones and wooden pallets 
during 2011. There were more than 2,000 
complaints and offences of fly-tipping logged 
in the previous 12 months. 

Environment chief councillor Tom Ansell 
warned that money spent clearing away the 
likes of builders’ rubbish and sofas was a 
waste when it could be used elsewhere. 

Cameras 

The figures released by the authority 
showed April, May and June were the main 
problem months for fly-tipping. 

Regular hotspots have include Goscote 
Lodge Crescent; Shakespeare Crescent, Blak- 
enall; Chaucer Road, Bloxwich; and Reaymer 
Close, Leamore. 

Bosses have now installed hidden cameras 
at some sites in a bid to tackle the problem. 


Karen Sands, who family has run a fish 
stall on the market for more than a century, 
said: “The traders want to reassure shop¬ 
pers and visitors to the town that the 
market and all of its stall holders will be 
there to serve them. 

“Because of this development we do have 
to move while they are doing the work, for 
health and safety reasons. 

Traditional 

“Some of the traders will be going back to 
the Old Market Square, which is by no 
means a million miles away. It is just a short 
walk and it is actually the traditional home 
of the market.” 

She added: “The benefits of these new 
developments will be great and, as they say, 
you can’t make an omelette without break¬ 
ing a few eggs.” 

Around a third of the market’s 100 stalls 
will be affected by the move. Stalls currently 
on The Bridge will remain where they are. 

Regeneration chiefs and market traders 
have been in talks over the upheaval. 

Councillor Adrian Andrew said: “The Old 
Square shopping centre redevelopment is 
going to be a major asset to the town and is 
excellent news. This is a clear vote of confi¬ 
dence in the town. 

“We want to make sure the life of the town 
continues while construction takes place. 

“We’ve sat down with the market traders 
and we’ve come up with a plan that retains 
the market but also makes a path for con¬ 
struction vehicles at certain times of the day 
to minimise disruption.”

The previous town centre cinema 
was in Park Street and closed in 
1993 after more than 50 years. It 
was initially called The Savoy. 


Majesty’s Theatre 
had occupied the site. It was a three- 
screen picture house until it closed 
in November 1993 when it was then 
known as Cannon Cinema. 

Cinema-goers in Walsall currently 
travel to the Showcase at Bentley 
Mill Way, near Junction 10, or 
Cineworld in Wednesfield.

Drunk jailed 
for attack 
on a nurse 

A DRUNK who punched and 
kicked a nurse as she was 
taking his blood pressure in 
hospital has been jailed for 
four weeks. 

Sunil Luthre attacked 
Perri Minton and then told 
another staff member he 
would kill him at New Cross 
Hospital in Wolverhampton. 

The 36-year-old of Milcote 
Drive, Willenhall, was drunk 
and had a previous convic¬ 
tion for attacking a para¬ 
medic two years ago. 

In the latest attack, he 
used both feet to kick a 
nurse from his hospital bed 
before attacking her with his 
fists, Wolverhampton Mag¬ 
istrates Court heard. 

Prosecutor Mr Roger 
Bleazard told the court that 
the assault happened in a 
cubicle at the hospital at 
about 9.15pm on February 3. 

“He kicked her in the 
chest with both feet. She fell 
back into the corner unable 
to get up then he leapt off the 
bed and punched her in the 
head four or five times. She 
has been left feeling fright¬ 
ened by the attack,” Mr 
Bleazard told last week’s 
hearing. 

Luthre earlier admitted 
assault and using threaten¬ 
ing, abusive or insulting 
words. Mrs Debbie Starrs, 
defending, said her client 
was “thoroughly ashamed” 
of his actions and that he 
had expressed remorse.

It is anticipated to move to 
a permanent position else¬ 
where under regeneration 
plans, including the multi¬ 
million pound overhaul of 
the Old Square Shopping 
Centre. 

Fears have been voiced 
that the market will be split 
in two, and traders will lose 
income, as some stalls will 
have to move during the 
shopping centre revamp. 

It has prompted the 
Walsall Market Traders 
Association to call for work 
to be halted during the peak 
trading times of 10am and 
3pm. Talks are now on-going 
over the impact on the 
market.

It is also feared the 
closure may mean longer 
journeys to school for 
parents taking their chil¬ 
dren to the Mirus Academy, 
in nearby Leamore Lane.

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Dignified 
disposal 
for bones 

SKELETAL remains 
belonging to at least three 
different people used for 
medical studies have been 
handed over to the coroner 
in Walsall for a “dignified 
disposal”. 

The bones had belonged 
to Anne Tyler’s GP father 
Lionel, who bought them 
when he was a medical 
student in the 1940s. They 
passed to his wife Mavis 
when he died seven years 
ago. Following Mrs Tyler’s 
death last year, daughter 
Anne Tyler contacted the 
coroner. 

The 59-year-old, who is 
headteacher at New Inven¬ 
tion Junior School, said: 
“I’ve known of the collection 
of bones all my life. My dad 
bought them as a medical 
student in the 1940s.” 

Miss Tyler said the bones 
were kept in a leather suit¬ 
case at her mother’s home in 
Prestwood Road, Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

Coroner Robin Balmain 
said at an inquest at Walsall 
Manor Hospital: “I can do 
little more but to authorise a 
dignified disposal.” 

Man had 
knife due 
to fears 

A MAN from Willenhall, 
who armed himself with a 
kitchen knife due to fear of a 
gang of yobs, has been given 
a two-year supervision 
order. Peter Moore, aged 44, 
was seen with the knife in 
Pinfold Street, Darlaston, 
and the police were called. 

Mr Harvinderpal Dhami, 
prosecuting, told Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court that 
Moore had stressed to police 
officers after his arrest that 
he was frightened of youths 
coming to his home. 

Moore, of Birmingham 
Street, said he took the knife 
in order to confront the gang 
so he could scare them into 
leaving him alone. He admit¬ 
ted possessing a bladed 
article and was told he must 
obey a two-month curfew 
between 7pm and 7am. 

Mr Oliver Woolhouse, 
defending, said Moore 
accepted there was no 
excuse for his behaviour but 
he did what he felt was best.

A MAN who threatened to set his 
83-year-old grandmother alight 
when she refused to give him 
money to buy alcohol is beginning 
a five-year prison sentence. 

Daniel Stevens repeatedly pushed the 
pensioner, who had offered him a place to 
stay at her home in Walsall after he had been 
released from prison 27 days earlier. 

The 25-year-old, of Slaney Road, Walsall, 
soaked a piece of material in alcohol and 
then took out his lighter, telling his grand¬ 


mother: “Come here. It won’t take long. It 
won’t hurt much.” 

He was jailed last week after pleading 
guilty at Wolverhampton Crown Court to 
attempted robbery and theft. 

Stevens had demanded money from his 
grandmother, who had offered him a place to 
stay at the complex for elderly people that 
she lived in. 

Screamed 

But when she refused to hand over money 
to him, he took out the lighter and burned 
the cord on the alarm system of her home. 


She managed to hide her purse and while 
Stevens was looking for it she screamed for 
help and a neighbour came to help her, Miss 
Helena Miller, prosecuting, told the court. 

Stevens had stolen jewellery from his 
grandmother but it was recovered after his 
arrest. 

Mr Oliver Woolhouse, defending, said 
Stevens was sorry for his actions and 
explained that he had been abusing alcohol 
and taking medication before the attack on 
his grandmother. 

He had never meant to harm his grand¬ 
mother, he added. 


Judge John Warner sentenced Stevens to 
five years in prison. 

“She gave you somewhere to live and how 
did you repay her?” he said. 

“You were waving your lighter around 
and you were effectively threatening to burn 
her. 

“It was clearly a weapon and I am not at 
all surprised she was absolutely terrified. 

“Then, subsequently, you pushed her 
around in her own home. 

“It was a despicable and callous way to 
behave towards that old lady.” 


Work starts clearing site

The refurbished site in 
Middlemore Lane, which is 
347,125 sq ft and was once 
occupied by more than 200 
workers, will be for office, 
warehouse and industrial 
use. 

It is currently made up of 
a multi-bay industrial facil¬ 
ity including production 
areas, workshops and a

The transformation is 
expected to happen within 
the next 12 to 18 months.

Father made false benefit claims 


A COMMUNITY worker and school gover¬ 
nor from Walsall claimed almost £30,000 
in benefits despite have tens of thousands 
of pounds in the bank. 

Muhammed Lulu Miah received 
housing and council tax benefit despite 
having up to £34,000 stored away, magis¬ 
trates were told. The 42-year-old’s claim 
was on the basis of him receiving income 
support for himself and his family. But he 
failed to declare his capital and continued 
to get support from Walsall Council over 
five years. 


This was despite helping others process 
claims to obtain benefits and being aware 
of how the system worked. 

He admitted his dishonest claim to the 
council in writing in October 2010. When 
interviewed the father-of-three revealed 
undeclared accounts with Lloyds, Nation¬ 
wide, Santander and TSB. 

Miah, of Milton Street, Palfrey, pleaded 
guilty to three counts of making a false 
statement or representative to obtain 
benefit at Walsall Magistrates Court last 
week. Mrs Kerry Munro, prosecuting on 


behalf of the council, said his capital fluc¬ 
tuated between £15,600 and £34,000. 

She said: “Mr Miah said he understood 
the benefit rules, he completed claim 
forms for the local community. He knew 
that capital affected the level of benefit and 
he was very sorry for what he had done.” 

Mr Ifran Mohammed, defending, said 
his client had been given some money 
towards a family wedding. 

Magistrates adjourned the case until 
March 26 for pre-sentence reports. He was 
granted unconditional bail. Miah - guilty plea

It comes after more than 
200 people were arrested for 
sex industry crimes as part of 
police crackdown Operation 
Nominal. 

Members have been visit¬ 
ing local services who counsel 
and rehabilitate sex workers 
to investigate ways of 
increasing support and provi¬ 
sion.

INCOME from Walsall Local 
History Centre is thousands 
of pounds down, prompting 
a review by council chiefs. 

Bosses admitted revenue 
from the centre in Essex 
Street has not reached its 
anticipated target this year. 
However, they insist there 
are no plans to axe staff at 
the centre and are looking at 
ways to further boost 
income streams. 

A financial report to the 
council states an under 
achievement of income for 
the centre and higher 
employee costs of £26,694. 
Cost-cutting measures have 
already been introduced at 
the heritage base as part of 
budget cuts in the last year. 
It was agreed it should close 
on Fridays from May in an 
attempt to save £188,000 
over the next three years. 

Income is raised from the 
sale of local history publica¬ 
tions and photographs, 
activities and research. 

Leisure chief councillor 
Anthony Harris said: “The 
deficit will not mean the loss 
of any jobs, the centre will 
address it by looking at cre¬ 
ative ways to increase their 
income and improve energy 
management.” 

The centre is now open on 
Tuesdays, Wednesdays, 
Thursdays and Saturdays. It 
collects, preserves and 
makes available the 
borough’s records.

Families come up with ideas to boost estate 


FAMILIES on a run-down housing estate in 
Walsall are being urged to suggest ways to to 
spend a £1 million cash boost from the 
National Lottery. 

The Mossley estate in Bloxwich is being 
handed the money by the lottery’s £200m 
Big Local scheme, and residents are being 
asked to play a key role in deciding how it is 
spent. 

Parents and shopkeepers on the estate 
have come up with ideas including a park, 
green space for children and a facelift for the 
shops precinct in Cresswell Crescent. 

They also want to see a playground and 


safety improvements made to the roads 
including pedestrian crossings. 

Jane Richards, 49, of Lower Farm, works 
as a shop assistant in Cresswell Crescent, 
and said the precinct could do with rejuve¬ 
nating. 

She said: “We could have more bins out 
there, because the rubbish around here is 
horrendous. We need it cleaned up more 
often and the shopping precinct made a bit 
more attractive. 

“A proper crossing would also be good 
because it gets quite busy here.” 

Mother-of-three Georgina Harris, 27, of 


Abingdon Way, said: “It would be nice to 
have a park for the kids. There’s nothing for 
children around here. If they are in a park 
then they wouldn’t be dossing about in the 
streets.” 

Transform 

Pharmacy owner Davinder Bhamra, 44, 
said: “It would be good for the businesses if 
the shop fronts were rejuvenated. 

“There is also nothing here for young kids 
to do, so it would be nice to have some kind 
of community centre.” 

The 10-year spending and investment 
plan is intended to transform Mossley. 


Communities selected to receive the £lm 
boost have a history of difficulty in getting 
funding and face issues such as declining 
industry, high unemployment or low wages. 

In the latest round of funding, 50 areas 
across the country will be given a cash boost 
as part of the £200m scheme. 

Another 50 have already been given 
money and a further 50 will be boosted 
before the end of this year. 

Representatives from Big Local will work 
with community groups, charities, residents 
and businesses to decide how it money can 
be spent. 


Driver who knocked down 
brother is freed on appeal 


A DRIVER who accidentally knocked down and killed his brother after 
violence flared in Sandwell has been freed from prison on appeal. 

Saleem Bostan died after being hit by a car as a scuffle, prompted by an argument in a 
kebab shop in Wednesbury, which was broken up in April 2010. Three of Mr Bostan’s broth¬ 
ers were jailed over the incident. 

This included Wajid Bostan, 29, of Birchover Road, in Reedswood, Walsall, who was sen¬ 
tenced to a year in prison for affray. He was driving the car. 

Lawyers took the case to London’s Court of Appeal last week, where judges agreed the 
jail term should be suspended. Mr Justice Foskett said it was accepted that Wajid was 
behind the wheel of the car which killed his brother and that he had been caused “enormous

The court was told an argument started 
among customers at the Bostans’ part- 
owned kebab shop on the night of April 3, 
2010. 

One of the Bostan brothers, Nadem, ran 
into some of the people who had been 
involved. Other members of the family were 
called and arrived with weapons. Wajid did 
not take part in any violence, acting only as 
a driver. 

Brawl 

His brother was killed when the brawl 
broke up and the car was being driven away. 

Mushtaq and Nadem Bostan were jailed 
for their parts in the affray, while another 
brother, Ishtaq, got a suspended sentence. 

Mr Justice Foskett said it had not been 
wrong at the time to jail Wajid Bostan. 

But he added: “We have seen a prison 
report that indicates that he has been a 
model prisoner and continues to experience 
the understandable distress that arose from 
the sad fatality in relation to his brother. 

“In those circumstances, it seems to us, 
on the basis of the material we have, that it 
is possible to suspend the sentence in this 
particular case.” 

Bostan’s 12 month sentence will be sus¬ 
pended for 12 months.

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Council still paying for 
bridge and road work 


HUNDREDS of thousands of pounds is being 
spent by council chiefs on bridge assess¬ 
ments and paying off the delayed £1.2 million 
road improvements in Darlaston, despite it 
being completed more than 18 months ago. 

Walsall Council bosses say cash has been allocated in 
this financial year as part of the final contractual agree¬ 
ment for the replacement bridge and roadway improve¬ 
ments along Bentley Road South. 

A financial report shows that £365,000 is expected to 
have been spent by council chiefs in the last 12 months to 
cover the costs of the scheme and structural surveys of 
bridges around the borough. 

The Bentley Road South route was fully re-opened in 
July 2010, two months later than expected, as part of the 
year-long package of improvements put forward. 

The bridge was rebuilt so it was stronger to carry 
heavier flows of traffic and larger lorries. 

Previously it had a 17-ton weight restriction, which it 
was feared was putting off businesses from moving to the 
area. But the replacement can carry 44 metric tonnes and 
saw the removal of a narrow section of the road which 
restricted volumes of traffic. 

Combination 

The cash-strapped council says that the £365,000 spent 
in the financial year is still around £185,000 less than pro¬ 
visionally budgeted for. 

Transport chief Councillor Tom Ansell said: “This is a 
combination of the final contractual payments associated 
with the reconstruction of Bentley Road South Canal 
Bridge and routine structural surveys of a number of 
Network Rail owned bridges.” 

The Bentley Road South project was expected to take a 
year to complete. Delays in changes to the road layout near 
the former Boat Inn pub were blamed. 


Police patrol park 

POLICE say instances of yobs riding off-road motorbikes 
across a Walsall park have decreased since patrols were 
stepped up. Householders living near Rough Wood 
Country Park, off Wood Lane in Short Heath, had com¬ 
plained to police that the bikes were causing a nuisance. 
Officers say they will continue to monitor the area and 
offenders will have their bikes seized.

A NEW scout headquarters with 
outdoor playing pitches for up to 
200 young people could be built 
on the site of a derelict former 
tennis club in Streetly. 

The ambitious plans costing up to 
£400,000 will create a permanent home for 
members of the 3rd Streetly Scout Group to 
cope with growing membership. 

There are currently 130 members, includ¬ 
ing beavers, cubs, scouts and a marching 
band. 

There are scores of young people inter¬ 
ested in joining, prompting leaders to look at 
a modern multi-purpose base to cope with 
demand.

Up to £70,000 has already been raised 
towards the project and grant applications 
to cover the rest of the costs of the scheme 
are being submitted.

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Too few skilled workers 
for expanding business

Aldridge firm as business booms, but it is 
struggling to find enough skilled staff. 

J L Float is set to increase its workforce from 52 to 65 in 
the coming weeks, an increase of 20 per cent. 

Bosses at the firm in Westgate say they are bucking the 
trend in the midst of a recession. The firm, originally set up 
as a family business in 1926, supplies metal components to 
the automotive, rail and agricultural industries, as well as 
for white goods and building services. 

But bosses say they are struggling to find workers with 
the level of experience needed. 

Managing director Malcolm Hallewell said: “At the 
moment we are on the verge of going to a double shift, which 
means an extra eight to 10 heads in production. 

Toolmaker 

“There is still a lot of demand for the work we do. We are 
looking at having a couple of apprenticeships as well as an 
experienced toolmaker.” 

He added that the firm had been trying to employ another 
toolmaker for months but without success, and put it down 
to a lack of skills in the Black Country and across the UK. 

He said: “We are finding getting hold of skilled people is 
getting harder and harder. With production posts you can 
teach people very quickly, it’s the skilled people who are 
harder to get.” 

He said the firm had been advertising for four months 
and had only had three applications. “The skills aren’t there 
at the moment. Schools no longer teach metalwork and 
woodwork like they did when I was at school. People are 
more interested in sitting at a computer screen than getting 
their hands dirty. A lot of business is going to Japan and 
China, but it’s not stopped us growing as a business. My 
opinion is the Government needs to do something drastic.”

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Drug dealer deared of 
killing may be deported 


ONE of the five men cleared of the killing of 
Black Country drug dealer Kevin Nunes will 
be deported to Jamaica when he is released 
from prison, it has emerged. 

But before being turfed out of the country, Adam Joof may 
seek a compensation claim for being convicted of a murder 
he has now been acquitted of. 

The 28-year-old’s conviction was quashed alongside that 
of four of his co-defendants following a catalogue of failings 
by Staffordshire Police. 

Despite the acquittal, 
Joof, of Derwent Close, Wil- 
lenhall, was returned to 
custody to serve the remain¬ 
der of a 12-year jail term 
handed to him in 2006 for 
drugs offences. 

He ran a large-scale drugs 
network, trafficking cocaine 
and heroin between the Mid¬ 
lands and Aberdeen in an 
operation which netted 
£40,000-a-week. 

Joof, who was one of 13 
people who were convicted 
over the huge crime syndi¬ 
cate, is expected to be 
released from that sentence in the coming months. 

But the Home Office has confirmed that it intends to 
deport him back to Jamaica when he is due for release. 

His barrister, Michael Turner QC, said that an applica¬ 
tion for compensation was “possible”. 

Footballer 

Amateur footballer Kevin Nunes was found dead in a 
country lane near Pattingham in 2002 after being shot five 
times. Levi Walker, of no fixed address, Antonio Christie, of 
Devey Drive, Great Bridge, Michael Osbourne, of Hobgate 
Road, Heath Town, were jailed for killing Mr Nunes along 
with Joof and Owen Crooks, of Wolverhampton. 

The alleged gangsters, jailed for a total of 135 years for 
the shooting, were cleared on Thursday following the reve¬ 
lation of a damning report into the murder probe during a 
Court of Appeal hearing in London. 

The men launched a collective appeal, and questions 
about the safety of the convictions were raised when police 
from Derbyshire and Leicestershire carried out an investi¬ 
gation into the murder inquiry

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Celebrating 125 years’ worship 
at ‘temporary’ tin tabernacle 



IT WAS initially built as a temporary place of 
worship for the mining community, but now 
an historic church in Walsall is marking 125 
years serving its community. 

The Church of Christ the King in Lichfield Road, Rushall, 
marked the milestone last week with a display of photos and 
a visit from the Walsall Harmonic Male Voice Choir. The 
Anglican place of worship originally cost £400 to build, and 
was dedicated in 1887. 

Rushall-born Michael Blakemore, who is chairman of the 
development committee at the church and has been a 
member of the congregation for more than 60 years, said: 
“It was built as a temporary building, so it has lasted pretty 
well. 

“It was a mission church built for the coal miners.” 


Standing in the centre of Rushall, it was originally con¬ 
structed from corrugated iron panels, the sheeting replaced 
30 years ago. It is referred to fondly by locals as the “tin tab¬ 
ernacle”. 

Improvements 

He said due to improvements costing thousands of 
pounds raised by the congregation over the last 30 years, 
the building is actually in a better state of repair than it was 
four decades ago. The organ is estimated to be about 25 
years older than the church, and therefore assumed to be 
second-hand. 

Mr Blakemore, whose daughter Charlotte Birch, 27, is 
one of the church organists, added: “I have been coming 
here since I was four, and I was a church warden for 20 
years. For a 125-year-old building it’s in pretty good condi¬ 
tion, we are still going.”

Moxley and Darlaston Against The Bail 
Hostel has been founded by residents and 
councillors in the area who are concerned 
over proposals for a bail hostel at the former 
Moxley Infants School site in Moxley Road. 

More than 3,500 people have signed a 
petition opposing the plan, which they fear 
will bring convicted criminals to their area. 

Councillor Paul Bott said: “The fear of 
crime in the area is unbelievable. 

“We were promised housing on this site by 
Walsall Council and we will fight to the end 
until we get a proper housing development 
there.” 

More than 200 people took part in a public 
protest on the streets of Moxley last month 
to voice their concerns. 

Demonstrated 

Banner-wielding campaigners demon¬ 
strated outside Moxley People Centre ahead 
of a meeting between probation chiefs and 
Moxley Regeneration Project Reference 
Group. Residents blocked entrances forcing 
the meeting to be called off. 

Council chiefs have pledged that the site 
will be openly marketed and any application 
by the Staffordshire and West Midlands 
Probation Trust would be subject to normal 
planning procedures. 

SWM Probation Trust said the proposed 
hostel - known as ‘approved premises’ - 
would have room for up to 40 offenders. It 
also reiterated there will be consultation. 

Under the plans, smaller bail hostels are 
set to close. This is likely to include Stonnall 
Road Bail Hostel in Aldridge.

YOU had an article about a plan to use cameras to catch 
drivers misusing bus lanes. 

Bloxwich Road was mentioned as one of the target roads. 
The three lanes in the stretch of this road that has the bus 
lane - one in the Bloxwich direction and two in the Walsall 
direction, including the bus lane, are too narrow, particu¬ 
larly in the Bloxwich direction just before the turning to 
West Street. The consequence is that Bloxwich bound 
traffic, particularly wide vehicles (ironically, including 
buses), straddle their lane and the middle Walsall bound 
one. This in turn forces the Walsall bound traffic that is 
trying to use the middle lane to straddle that lane and the 
bus lane, if not be forced into the bus lane completely. 

Unless the road layout is changed - and the only way to 
do this would be to unreasonably stop residential parking 
on the Bloxwich bound side - it would be unreasonable to 
catch drivers using the bus lane during the enforcement 
hours, when they have no choice.

Handwashing is the most important way to stop the spread of germs 
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How older drivers are 
geared up for the road 


Think you’re an experienced driver? Think again. 
BEN BENTLEY talks to motorists who have 
clocked up more than 50 years on the road 


“I’LL BE about an hour,” says 87-year-old 
‘queen of the road’ Claire Meredith, zipping 
off in her little Honda Civic. “I’ve got to run 
somebody to the shops.” 

An hour later and the soon-to-be great-great-grand- 
mother is back home from the first motoring errand of the 
day, with a few extra yards on the mileometer of driving 
experience. 

Mrs Meredith, a former Walsall pub landlady, is one of a 
million - because that, for the first time, is the number of 
drivers aged 80 and over now on Britain’s roads, according 
to new DVLA figures. 

In the West Midlands alone there are 35,003 octogenari-

ans on the highway. In fact the number of older drivers will 
continue to rise as the Office of National Statistics predicts 
that there will be 8.7million people over the age of 75 by 
2033. 

But contrary to common assumptions, drivers in their 80s 
are not dangerous. The DVLA figures show they are much 
safer than their more youthful counterparts. 

The rate of deaths and serious injuries in crashes among 
drivers over 80 is three times less than the rate for those 
aged 17-19. In 2010 almost one young driver aged 17-19 was 
killed or seriously injured per thousand licence holders. 

Signals 

So who makes the best drivers? Mrs Meredith passed her 
driving test, first time, in 1953 in an Austin A30. “There 
were no tick-tick indicators then, we had to do hand 
signals,” she says, waving her outstretched right hand 
round in little circles to indicate her intention to hang a left. 
It was 11 lessons for £10, including the cost of your test.” 

The open road has been hers ever since and she believes 
that experience makes older motorists better drivers. 

“I try to be careful but I don’t worry what I am doing - if 
I can’t drive by now there’s no point in worrying about it! 
You haven’t got to worry about how many cars are trailing 
back behind you or in front of you.” 

In almost 50 years of driving Mrs Meredith has only ever 
had one prang, about 10 years ago after another motorist 
failed to indicate when turning. As a result she chose to 
attend a one-to-one driving course rather than have her oth¬ 
erwise spotless licence darkened with a few points. Her little 
Civic gives her a sense of independence. “I cannot walk very 
far, but it’s the difference between being able to live a 
normal life or having to be shut in the house,” she says. 

Although she has done all of 35,000 miles in the last 12 
years, she has driven extensively through Europe. Around 
12 years ago she went on a road trip to Alicante with a 
friend. “It is so easy,” she says. 

Former police superintendent Mike Collins, 80, from 
Merry Hill, Wolverhampton, is still working as an advanced 
driving instructor, and his former pupils have included 
comedian Ernie Wise and rally driver Paddy Hopkirk. 

He says: “Having passed the test in 1948,1 was let loose 
on the roads around Wolverhampton and Shropshire at 17, 
but it was not until I had the privilege of two police 
advanced driving courses, in 1954 and 1956, that I found out 
just how little I really knew. 

In my view, today’s new drivers, having been turned loose 
after a not very demanding test, are being thrown into an 
end much deeper than we were in 1948.”

WHEN the going gets tough it 
seems the tough get growing 
as a resurgence of enthusiasm 
for the self-sufficiency of the 
wartime years sweeps across 
the country. 

Rising food prices has whetted the 
appetite for all things ‘grow your 
own’. A survey by the National 
Society of Allotment and Leisure 
Gardeners revealed 86,787 people 
were on allotment waiting lists last 
year. 

Even 10 Downing Street and The 
White House have ‘dug in’ with the 
cultivation of vegetable gardens. 

The trend for ‘grow your own’ has 
its roots firmly established in the 
1900s. The 1914 Defence of the 
Realm Act gave the government wide 
ranging powers including the one to 
requisition land for the war effort. 

Dig for Victory was the propa¬ 
ganda message on the Home Front 




Fiona Carding of the Black 
Country Living Museum 
looks hack to when wartime 
shortages meant it was time 
to grow your own food 

during the Second World War and 
everyone was encouraged to develop 
green fingers for the war effort. 

There was food rationing and the 
Ministry of Food issued advice about 
growing your own produce and 
eating healthily. 

Small gardens, large gardens, 
sports grounds and parks were 
transformed into vegetable patches 
and by 1943 over a million tons of 
vegetables were being produced. 

Clare Weston, curator of domestic 
and cultural life at the museum, 


said: “The museum’s Toll House, 
originally situated on Sedgley Road 
in Woodsetton, is a typical example of 
the self-sufficiency of the times. 

“During the early 1900s the 
Hodgkiss family who lived there sup¬ 
plemented their income with addi¬ 
tional food from the garden. 

“Runner beans, cabbage, peas, red- 
currants, blackcurrants and goose¬ 
berries were all grown. 

“Potatoes and apples, once har¬ 
vested, were stored in boxes under¬ 
neath the bed to preserve them until 
they were needed. 

“Surplus rhubarb was offered for 
sale, alongside bundles of firewood at 
6d per bundle and herbs were grown 
for cooking and remedies.” 

Tastes may have changed over the 
last century with today’s gardeners 
partial to a crop of mangetout rather 
than runner beans but the satisfac¬ 
tion of growing your own food 
remains the same.

Italian job moving on to the next generation 


HOW times change. The first Fiat 
Panda arrived in 1980 and has 
become a design classic, thanks 
to a strict approach to keeping 
things simple and cheap. 

The result was a functional, slab-sided 
car for people without much money, and 
with simple, flat (and cheap) glass, simple 
(and cheap) suspension and a clever (and 
cheap) rear seat of canvas stretched 
between two poles that lifted out to produce 
a Panda van, more or less. 

Now, more than six million sales later 
comes the third generation Panda and it’s 
no longer nearly so utilitarian, or so cheap. 
Competitively priced is how I’m sure Fiat 
would put it, but it’s arrived in a fiercely 
fought part of the new car market and had 
better be good. 

It looks like a slightly larger (all round) 
and more rounded version of the second 
generation Panda that arrived in 2003 and 
is, says Fiat, safer and more economical 
than before. 

It also comes with the chance to have a 


potential design classic under the bonnet if 
you tick the right box, as I did for the test 
car. 

Called TwinAir, it’s a tiny two-cylinder 
875cc petrol engine that uses a turbo and 
clever technology to provide more power 
than you’d expect and claimed terrific 
economy (although more of that later). 

Priced from £9,400 to £12,250, there’s a 
choice of three petrol engines and a lone 
diesel. The test car, in mid-spec Easy trim 
cost £10,750. 

In more rural parts of Italy, physical and 
spiritual homeland of the Panda, you’ll still 
see plenty of old models about, a lot of them 
with four-wheel drive and ideal for life on a 
smallholding. 

Expect to see all-wheel drive offered on 
the newcomer before too long, but on 
Britain’s mainly tarred and only occasion¬ 
ally snowed upon roads, the front-wheel 
drive Panda ought to do well enough. 

The test car, faced with nothing more 


onerous than some pretty Cotswolds lanes, 
looked the part on the outside with simple, 
smoothly contoured lines and, inside, did a 
decent job of disguising the fact it had to be 
built to a strict price limit. 

Without driver’s seat height adjustment 
(£50 extra) and with the optional (£720) 
space robbing sunroof fitted there was an 
immediate conflict between head and roof, 
eased by retracting the roof blind and 
letting the sun shine in through the tinted 
glass above. A car without the sunroof 
proved more accommodating. 

Most of the new Panda’s increased 
length has been given over to increased 
rear seat room, helped by thinning the 
front seatbacks. From September you’ll be 
able to buy a Panda with a sliding rear seat, 
while the car is now available with a middle 
seat headrest and safety belt to make use of 
the new car’s extra width. 

But the Panda is all about driving, once 
you’ve fired up the TwinAir engine and 
pulled away, to a soundtrack that’s recalls a 
toned-down race track refugee. Give it 
some revs and this little baby fairly flies, 



although you’ll have a hard time checking 
its pace thanks to a desperately overstyled 
speedometer face. A ride that turns choppy 
on less than perfect surfaces didn’t help. 

After 40 miles of fun the trip computer 
read 44mpg. Not bad but not brilliant. 
Time to try harder on the economy front. 
My passenger switched seats for the 
drive back to base and played 
very lightly with the accel¬ 
erator as though it was 
heated to furnace 
temperature and 
changed up 


when the dash indicator told him too. 

All this restraint improved matters to a 
still-middling 49mpg and miles off the 
67.8mpg quoted in the mandatory Euro 
test. There’s only one conclusion; you 
might as well enjoy life in the latest little 
Fiat.

SPARE a thought for those who aren’t and 
probably never will be a fan of diesel. It’s 
hardly the most delightful of substances to 
handle, and service stations without dispos¬ 
able gloves on hand ought to be closed down.

No question, then, that it 
is still a sporting saloon; 0- 
62mph takes only 5.9 
seconds and it is fast enough 
that the 155mph electronic 
limiter is required. 

Navigation 

Yet the eco numbers are 
remarkably good too. The 
combined fuel consumption 
of 44.1mpg is just a whisker 
behind a manual 535 diesel, 
as is the 149g/km C02 emis¬ 
sions figure. 

Yet from the driver’s seat, 
there’s almost nothing to tell 
you you’re in a petrol hybrid. 

The comprehensive stan¬ 
dard specification includes 
the highest grade satellite 
navigation, which in a clever 
combination of technology 
adjusts the drivetrain to suit 
forthcoming road conditions 
for maximum efficiency. 

There’s four-zone climate 
control and the high-gloss 
wood trim too. So far, so typi¬ 
cally excellent 5-Series. 

But when you fire it up 
there’s complete silence, and 
if you tread gently on the 
accelerator it pulls away 
under battery power. 

From starting the Hybrid 
5 can manage 2.4 miles 
before it has to switch onto 
petrol power, but with the 
charge flowing in and out you 
find yourself switching into 
pure electric mode far more 
often than the mileage would 
suggest. 

It also runs up to 37mph in 
electric mode, but better still 
is the way in which the 
engine shuts off completely 
on the overrun. 

As with many recent 
BMWs, the Hybrid 5 has 
driver-selectable modes 
including Sport, Comfort and 
most crucially EcoPro. 

In this mode everything is

geared towards efficiency, 
including the air condition¬ 
ing, throttle response and 
gearshift selection. 

It also increases the speed 
at which the engine falls 
dormant; even at lOOmph, 
back off the accelerator com¬ 
pletely and the Hybrid 5 will 
shut down and feed energy 
back into the battery. 

It achieves the key goal for 
a hybrid in that it adds some¬ 
thing to the driving experi¬ 
ence but without asking 
anything more from the 
driver. 

Better yet, it doesn’t harm 
its credentials as a sporting 
saloon. Even in EcoPro or 
Comfort modes the Hybrid 5 
gets along smartly if you use 
a little bit of acceleration, and 
the eight-speed automatic 
breezes between shifts. 

Turn up the wick a little 
and it still feels just as sharp. 
Hit the button again and in 
Sport or Sport + mode the 
Hybrid 5 feels just as sharp 
and responsive as any other 
5-Series. 

BMW’s philosophy of good 
weight distribution has been 
maintained despite the addi¬ 
tion of weighty batteries in 
the boot area. 

Admittedly, the test car 
was on regular rubber rather 
than the standard low rolling 
resistance tyres, but the 
inherent ‘rightness’ of the 
basic set up is impossible to 
miss. 

And when you decide to 
forgo the economy driving, 
the Hybrid 5 has a mighty 
turn of speed. You can shift 
manually with the wheel- 
mounted paddles, and forget 
the car you’re driving is 
remotely green. 

And this being a petrol it 
revs with genuine keenness, 
responds sharply to throttle 
inputs and with all that 
power and torque, blasts 
along with real vigour. 

The real gem though is 
that the Hybrid 5 makes a 
financial case for itself too. At 
a shade over £46,000 it gets 
pretty close to its in-house 
rivals, but what the Hybrid 5 
does that nothing else can is 
match petrol power with per¬ 
formance, economy and low 
emissions all together.

STEP by step, Walsall are marching 
towards League One safety. 

The significance of Saturday’s stalemate 
with Hartlepool may end up being lost in the 
ether but, while frustrating, the 16th draw 
of the season could yet be the most impor¬ 
tant. 

With it the Saddlers made it six games 
unbeaten and posted their longest unbeaten 
run in the division for three years, writes 
Nick Mashiter. 

It not only proves how woefully inconsis¬ 
tent the team, in a number of guises, have- 
been for years but also the strides made over 
the past six weeks. 

Walsall needed to find form, any form, to 
keep their heads above water and renew the 
belief about escaping the drop. 

And now they have it must be maintained. 
The Saddlers cannot afford to go into the 
final few games - including clashes with pro¬ 
motion-chasing Charlton, Huddersfield and 
MK Dons - struggling for points. 

They need to bank them now, which is 
why results like Saturday’s go a long way to 
survival. 

Vital 

Walsall are not going to draw their way 
out of trouble; wins are still paramount for 
a team so precariously placed, but every 
clean sheet or point is vital. 

It widened the gap to Exeter, and the last 
relegation slot, to three points - with a game 
in hand. 

Had that been offered at the turn of the 
year it would have been taken and now the 
Saddlers can continue their recent trend at 
Yeovil on Saturday. 

That is not to say it wasn’t a missed 
chance, though. Mat Sadler summed it up 
perfectly when he insisted Hartlepool were 
there for the taking. 

Previously a point against ‘Pool - with the 
fifth best away record in the division - would 
have been celebrated. But another brave 
display was greeted with frustration follow¬ 


ing Walsall’s second-half dominance. 

Their efforts warranted more and, had 
Andy Butler’s 72nd-minute header been a 
yard lower, they would have recorded back- 
to-back wins. They had to settle for a point 
but the good thing is the Saddlers begrudged 
settling. 

There is enough belief and momentum in 
the side to put some serious daylight 
between themselves and the bottom four. 

After the 3-2 win over Sheffield United 
four points from two home games isn’t a bad 
haul - 12 points from the last 18 makes fine 
reading. That has, partly, come from four 
clean sheets from their last six games with 
Oliver Lancashire, Butler and now Manny 
Smith excelling. 

Smith replaced Lancashire, suffering 
from blurred vision, midway through Satur¬ 
day’s first-half to end his own turbulent 
spell. The defender had some soul-searching 


to do after his ill-advised Twitter comments 
last month saw him cop a £1,200 FA fine but 
he has come back stronger. 

Smith vented a month’s worth of frustra¬ 
tion on Hartlepool to return to form and 
prove his own personal point. 

He has looked on as Lancashire and 
Butler formed the impressive backbone of 
the Saddlers’ revival. 

It wouldn’t have been easy but he ensured 
Walsall claimed another shut-out - although 
it was against a limited opposing team, who 
lost skipper Sam Collins to a calf injury in 
the warm-up. 

Lee Beevers and Alex Nicholls replaced 
the injured Richard Taundry and Jamie 
Paterson for the Saddlers. 

It took until the 17th minute for a chance 
and when it came George Bowerman 
dragged his effort a yard wide. 

And following that, the teams continued a 


game of pass the parcel - the midfield being 
the chief culprits. 

The ponderous nature of the half ended 
with its best chance when the unmarked 
Bowerman nodded over Beevers’ cross. 

But the busy striker unsettled ‘Pool and 
Neil Collins escaped with just a yellow from 
referee Stuart Attwell after he bodychecked 
Bowerman when he burst through. 

It at least woke the game from its slumber 
and, after Jon Whitney and Hartlepool 
manager Neale Cooper briefly squared up 
on the touchline, Butler headed over when 
Scott Flinders missed Kevan Hurst’s corner. 

Will Grigg fired at Flinders and Sam 
Mantom was the victim of an unfortunate 
bobble when he look to connect with Grigg’s 
cross. 

It summed up the Saddlers’ frustrations 
but a draw was another step to survival.

WORLD RECORD IS 
SMASHED BY ELUE 


WALSALL’S Paralympic swimming star Ellie 
Simmonds is basking in the glory of setting 
the first-ever world record in the Olympic 
Aquatics Centre. 

The Walsall-born double Paralympic gold medallist pro¬ 
duced a stunning race to swim an incredible time of three 
minutes and 8.14 seconds. 

It shaved 0.84sec off her own record in the 200m medley 
final and she looks in fine form, having never won anything 
other than gold at the Olympics or World Championships.

She said: “To come into 
the 200 and smash my world 
record, I just can’t believe it. 
I’m so chuffed. I was really 
emotional. 

“To get a world record in 
this pool in front of the home 
fans is just amazing. 

Cheering 

“It is going to be really 
good in the summer, to have 
a home crowd and everyone 
cheering. 

“Knowing it is going to be 
10 times more in the Para¬ 
lympics, I can’t wait.” 

The teenager was edged 
into second by Beijing gold 
medallist Heather Frederik- 
sen in the 100m freestyle 
earlier in the week. 

Simmonds added: “I have 
great people around me. My 
coach and family are 
amazing. I wanted to enjoy it 
and getting gold is great, but 
a world record is something 
else.” 

Natalie Jones finished 
second placed in a time of 
3.15.57 and Rhiannon 
Henry third in the multi¬ 
classification event.
